Hundreds of Torrance 
area residents, including 
leaders in local Democratic 
circles, Monday attended a 
luncheon meeting honoring 
Governor Edmund G. 
Brown.

Held at the Plush Horse 
Restaurant, meeting was 
hosted by the Redondo 
Beach Chamber of Com­ 
merce.

Guests heard Gov. Brown 
comment briefly on plans 
for the new South Bay

State College, which was 
one of six colleges scheduled 
in this year's budget.

The Governor reported 
that state educational offi­ 
cials predict an enrollment 
of more than 7,000 students 
in.the institution within ten 
years.

Commenting upon local 
freeway progress, Brown 
stated that the majority of 
the new San Diego Free­ 
way will be either com­ 
pleted or under construc­

tion before the end of the 
year.

Brown added that there 
would be no new taxes in 
the budget he will propose 
to the next session of the 
legislature and that the 
budget, would be balanced. 
He pointed out that, tre­ 
mendous savings will be 
brought to the state's tax­ 
payers through the elimi­ 
nation of sales taxes on pre­ 
scription drugs and by 
bringing state income taxes 
up to federal standards.
